Mr. Baker produced rec- 
or«ls showing that since its organiza­ 
tion in 1863, with a «■apitalizution of 
$5*10,000, the bank has made profits 
amounting to more than $80,000,000. 
In the four years since 1908, Mr. 
Baker said, the bank had paid divi­ 
dends of 226 per cent, or more than 
twice the total capitalization, whicu 
cireu- is now $10,000,000. 
W hen the capital was increased to 
that amount in 1901 a special dividend 
of $9,500,000 was declared, Mr. Baker 
said, to enable 
the stockhol«iers 
to 
lak«* up the additional investment. 
In 
1908, in order to provide $10,000,000 
of capital for the organization of the 
First Securities company to take over 
the business 
‘which the bank could 
not do und« r the law ," Mr. Baker said, 
a special dividend of $10,000,000 was 
declared.
